our of rhc:ir place except w- repeat, and for our fintul heathenizing, to deli- 
ver us into the hand ofthe barberous Heathen round about us, and foto 
clear up the righteouſneſs of his Judgments before all the worldz (it by what 
he hath already done ſo dreadfally, and his threarning of further Judgments 
we will not fear him, ror receive inſtruRion, nor be reformed) in demon- 
ſtrating that (in caſe we bc ruined) it is we that lay this pleaſant land deſolate,

of ſolemn Humiliation. Faſting and Prayer by all the Inhabitants of this Ju- 
risdiRion, reſpecting a!l ranks and orders amongſt us both in Church and 
Commonwealth, who are hereby earneſtly exhorted to make humble con- 
">\fion of their ſins, threvghily ro amend their ways and turn to the Lord 
with their whole hearts, that ſo the Lord may be entreared for us, and for his 
Name (ake turned away from the fierceneſs of his great anger, & that yer ar 
Jength he may be plcaled togo forth with, and give ſucceſs to ſuch forces 
as are or may be ſent forth as a meanes under him for the ſuppreſſion of
